Gentlemen, 

In  placing  before  you  my  report  for  the  year  1915 
I  have  endeavoured  to  follow  the  suggestions  drawn 
up  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was 
327  which  is  44  below  the  average  for  the  preceding 
ten  years,  yielding  a  rate  of  19-0  per  1,000.  There  were 
8  still  births  during  the  year. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  was  268 
which  is  20 ' 1  more  than  the  ten  years’  average,  and 
yields  a  corrected  death  rate  of  15 '5  per  1,000. 

Causes  of  Death. 

Zymotic  Class. 

The  Zymotic  Class  of  diseases  is  responsible  for  24 
deaths,  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  being

i8-o;  of  these  i  each  was  due  to  Cerebro  Spinal  Men¬ 
ingitis,  Chicken  Pox,  and  Puerperal  Fever  ;  2  each  to 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Erysipelas,  3  to  Scarlet 
Fever,  4  to  Influenza,  and  8  to  Diphtheria. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  premises  have 
been  promptly  inspected,  and  careful  investigation  made 
to  discover  the  source  of  infection,  any  sanitary  defects 
discovered  being  remedied  forthwith. 

The  local  milk  supply  was  free  from  suspicion  in 
every  instance. 

During  the  year  196  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been 
notified,  the  majority  of  these  having  been  mild  attacks. 
Three  deaths  have  been  attributed  to  this  disease. 

Thirty-two  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been  notified, 
some  of  a  malignant  type,  resulting  in  8  deaths. 

We  keep  a  stock  of  Antitoxin  for  free  distribution 
at  the  Sanitary  Office,  available  for  the  use  of  Doctors 
for  the  cure  and  prevention  of  Diphtheria  among  the  poor. 

We  continue  to  use  and  appreciate  the  facilities  given 
by  the  County  Council  for  the  bacteriological  examination 
in  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  and  Phthisis. 

Phthisis  has  been  responsible  for  24  deaths,  the 
average  for  the  preceding  ten  years  being  24-4. 

During  the  year  37  cases  of  Pulmonary  Phthisis  have 
been  notified,  warnings  and  instructions  with  regard  to 
spitting  have  been  issued,  and  spitting  flasks  and  a 
regular  supply  of  disinfectants  provided  for  patients. 


Disinfection  of  premises  is  carried  out  in  every  case 
after  death  occurs. 


Local  Diseases. 

In  the  class  of  Local  Diseases  the  mortality  from 
diseases  of  the  brain  and  nervous  system  was  36,  the 
average  for  ten  years  being  40 '5  ;  that  from  heart  affec¬ 
tions  34,  the  ten  years’  average  being  38^5  ;  that  from 
diseases  of  the  digestive  organs  14,  the  average  for  ten 
years  being  24^3  ;  that  from  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
organs  45,  the  ten  years’  average  being  40^8 ;  and  that 
from  malignant  disease  22,  the  ten  years  average  being

A  considerabe  number  of  nuisances  were  promptly 
abated  on  their  being  intimated  to  the  persons  responsible.

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There  are  several  unexpired  notices  of  nuisance 
remaining  on  the  books  not  yet  complied  with. 

Rhmoval  of  Ashes  and  Nightsoil — The  Scavenging 
Department  removed  4366  loads  of  house  ashes  and 
garbage  compared  with  4252  during  the  preceding  year, 
and  38  loads  of  nightsoil  compared  with  42  the  preced- 
ing  year.  468  loads  of  shop  refuse  compared  with  469 
the  preceding  year. 

Common  Lodging-Houses. — There  are  4  houses  reg¬ 
istered  under  the  Common  Lodging-houses  Acts  for  the 
reception  of  111  casual  lodgers. 

Slaughter-Houses. — There  are  7  premises  situate  at 
various  points  in  the  town  licensed  for  occupation  as 
Slaughter-houses. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  23  Bakehouses  within  the 
district,  all  of  which  were  inspected  half-yearly,  and  at 
other  times  as  occasion  required. 

Petroleum  Stores. — There  are  6  Licenses  in  force 
for  the  keeping  and  sale  of  Petroleum  that  flash  under 
7 3  degrees  Farenheit’s  thermometer  (the  maximum  quan- 
rity  stored  never  to  exceed  100  gallons)  and  1  for  the 
keeping  and  sale  of  Calcium  Carbide.  There  are  also 
2  private  storehouses  for  the  keeping  of  Petroleum  under 
the  Home  Secretary’s  order. 

Gas  Supply. — The  purity  of  the  Gas  supplied  to  the 
town  was  tested  from  time  to  time  in  the  manner 
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required  by  the  34th  and  35th  Vic.,  chap.  41.  No 
impurity  arising  from  the  presence  of  sulphuretted  hydro¬ 
gen  was  shown  by  the  test  made  at  the  Town  Hall 
during  the  year. 

Interments  within  thk  Town. — During  the  year 
ending  December,  1915,  3  interments  took  place  in  the 
Burial  Ground  attached  to  St.  Edward’s  Church,  and  2 
in  the  ground  attached  to  Mount  Pleasant  Wesleyan 
Chapel.  The  provisions  of  the  Orders  in  Council  relat¬ 
ing  thereto  were  duly  observed. 

Canal  Boats  Acts,  1877  and  1884. — During  the 
year  ending  December,  1915,  no  Canal  Boats  were 
iuspected  within  the  Urban  Sanitary  District  of  Leek. 

Dairies,  Cow-Sheds,  and  Milk-Shops  Order,  1885. — 
There  are  47  persons  registered  under  the  above  Order. 
20  are  Milk  Shops,  and  the  remainder  Dairies  and  Cow- 
Sheds.  There  are  167  milch  cows  kept.  All  the  said 
premises  were  inspected  once  during  the  year.

Milk  Supply. — The  milk  produced  or  sold  in  the 
town  is  generally  of  a  good  wholesome  quality. 

Food  Supply. — The  food  supply  of  the  town  is 
generally  good. 
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Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  is  sufficient,  whole¬ 
some,  and  free  from  risk  of  serious  pollution  taking 
place  within  the  district. 


Sewage  Disposal. — The  new  installation  is  working 
well  and  continues  to  give  good  results.  The  character 
of  our  crude  sewage  is  of  such  unusual  strength  that 
the  sprinklers  cannot  deal  with  a  sufficient  quantity ;  in 
order  that  this  may  be  done  we  require  a  special  set¬ 
tling  tank  and  an  increased  number  of  sprinklers. 

Excrement  Disposal. — The  system  in  vogue  for  the 
disposal  of  excrement  is  mainly  the  water-carriage  system, 
the  remaining  privies  being  gradually  replaced  by  wash¬ 
down  closets,  either  hand-flushed  or  furnished  with  flush¬ 
ing  apparatus.  There  are  69  privies  now  in  existence 
in  the  district,  30  of  which  are  in  positions  where  no 
sewers  are  available  in  the  outlying  rural  portions  of 
the  district. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  and  Trade  Ref¬ 
use. — The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  accomplished  by 
the  public  scavengers  employed  by  the  Council,  who 
make  weekly  rounds  to  collect  the  contents  of  the  movable 
receptacles  ;  otherwise  where  ashpits  exist  these  are 
emptied  on  notice  being  given  to  the  Authority.  There 
are  now  only  24  ashpits  in  existence  (9  of  which  are 
emptied  weekly).  These  are  being  abolished  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  consists  in  its  being  emptied 
on  the  “  tip  ”  at  the  sewage  farm.  It  is  covered  with 
soil  almost  as  it  is  tipped. 
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Statement  regarding  Housing  Accommodation  required 
by  Article  V  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of 
District)  Regulations  1910. 

The  housing  question  may  again  be  described  as 
less  acute  than  it  was,  but  still  existing  as  a  long- 
drawn-out  malady.  Some  gain  has  been  accomplished  by 
judicious  exchanging  of  houses  ;  but  I  cannot  say  the 
condition  has  yet  been  adequately  dealt  with.  Scarcity 
of  labour  and  material  has  also  retarded  progress  in 
building. 


The  area  known  as  “  Getliffe’s  Yard,”  situate  Court 
5,  Derby  Street,  was  dealt  with  in  1914  by  closing 
orders  being  made  in  respect  to  the  houses  therein,  but 
a  difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  getting  owners  to 
receive  the  inhabitants  of  this  area  as  tenants.

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  mortality  for  the  year  shows  a  decrease,  the 
rate  being  97*8  per  1000  births,  as  compared  with  117*9 
for  the  preceding  5  years.

During  the  last  year,  from  January  ist  to  December 
31st,  1915,  323  houses  where  births  have  occurred,  have 
been  visited.  Of  these  births,  two  were  twins,  making  a 
total  of  325  infants.  Eight  of  these  were  still-born,  and 
of  the  remaining  317  living  infants  149  were  breast  fed, 
61  breast  and  bottle  fed,  and  105  were  entirely  bottle 
fed.  Two  died  before  any  regular  method  of  feeding  was 
adopted. 

In  each  house,  cards  giving  hints  on  “Infant  feeding” 
have  been  supplied,  and  in  most  cases  these  have  been 
appreciated  and  the  advice  given  therein  carried  out. 

To  the  babies  born  this  year  I  have  made  2,537 
return  visits,  making  a  total  of  2,870,  in  order  to  note 
progress,  to  give  further  advice,  and,  where  necessary, 
practical  assistance. 

The  mothers  of  eighty  of  these  infants  returned  to 
their  work  in  the  mills  at  the  end  of  the  first  or  second 
month,  giving  their  babies  out  to  nurses.  These,  I  may 
say,  are  chosen  by  the  mothers  with  more  thoughtful 
discretion  than  formerly. 

There  have  been  nine  cases  of  ophthalmia  among 
the  babies  born  this  year.  These  have  been  visited  three 
and  four  times  daily,  and  in  each  case  a  perfectly  satis¬ 
factory  recovery  resulted.  In  all  cases  the  eyes  are 
carefully  noticed  on  my  first  visit  and  immediate  treat¬ 
ment  is  given  on  the  slightest  sign  of  a  suspicious  nature, 
with,  I  believe,  the  full  concurrence  of  all  our  medical 
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men.  This  in  many  cases  has  doubtless  prevented  further 
developement. 

There  have  been  twenty-two  illegitimate  births.  Of 
these  one  was  still-born.  The  remaining  twenty-one  are 
living.

In  accordance  with  the  scheme  for  extending  the 
period  of  supervision,  304  houses  in  which  there  are 
children  under  five  have  been  periodically  visited.  This 
has  entailed  3,930  further  visits.  Advice  as  to  diet, 
clothing,  fresh  air,  etc.,  has  been  given,  and  in  needful 
cases  special  treatment  suggested,  and,  where  necessary, 
medical  attention  recommended. 

This  branch  of  the  work  is  at  present  hampered  by 
the  withholding  of  the  grant  enabling  us  to  supply  milk, 
cod  liver  oil,  etc.,  but  when  normal  conditions  return,  we 
hope  this  may  be  remedied  as  it  is  doubtless  an  im¬ 
portant  factor  in  obtaining  substantial  results. 

I  find  a  large  percentage  of  the  children  are  sent  to 
school  at  the  age  of  four,  and  far  too  many  at  the  age 
of  three. 


Since  September,  when  the  midwives  were  supplied 
with  forms  for  notifying  the  names  and  addresses  of 
expectant  mothers,  1  have  received  66  such  notifications.* 
I  have  visited  these  women  and  have  found  them  for 
the  most  part  appreciative  of  advice  and  anxious  for 
information  regarding  their  individual  difficulties.  Un¬ 
fortunately  these  cases  are  not  notified  until  late  in  the 
period  of  their  pregnancy.
